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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

Raymond  P.  David  was  re-elected  to  a  three  year  term  of 
Selectman  at  the  annual  election  in  March  and  the  Board  organized 
for  1967  as  follows:  John  E.  Flynn,  chairman;  Wallace  S.  Carter, 
clerk;  and,  Raymond  P.  David,  third  member. 

During  1967  the  Board  granted  29  building  permits.  An  estimated 
$247,800.00  was  for  new  construction  and  $18,300.00  for  additions 
and  repairs  to  existing  buildings . 

The  Board  granted  two  liquor  licenses  for  the  retail  sale  of  all 
alcoholic  beverages  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  and  one  license 
for  the  retail  sale  of  wines  and  malt  beverages  only,  not  to  be 
drunk  on  the  premises.  All  alcoholic  beverage  licenses  were  granted 
to  Ryan’s  Restaurant  and  The  Carriage  House  restaurant. 

At  the  1967  annual  town  meeting,  the  Board  of  Selectmen; 

George  Buzzell,  fire  chief;  Richard  J.  Powers  and  Glen  I.  Blackden, 
fire  engineers;  and,  Ralph  L.  Buzzell  were  named  to  a  committee 
to  purchase  a  new  fire  truck  for  the  town.  After  many  meetings 
and  trips  to  other  towns  to  view  equipment ,  it  was  decided  to 
award  the  bid  for  a  fire  truck  to  the  Farrar  Company  of  Woodsville , 
Massachusetts.  At  this  writing  the  chasis  has  been  delivered  to  the 
Farrar  company  and  the  body  is  now  under  construction.  It  is  ex¬ 
pected  the  apparatus  will  be  delivered  to  the  town  within  a  few 
weeks . 

As  directed  by  the  townspeople,  this  Board  appointed  a  seven 
man  committee  to  study  the  housing  needs  of  the  fire ,  police  and 
highway  departments  and  make  their  recommendations.  This  com¬ 
mittee  has  made  a  very  comprehensive  report  which  appears  on 
other  pages  of  this  town  report. 

State  legislation  passed  in  1967  requires  all  cities  and  towns 
within  the  Commonwealth  to  issue  Disposal  Works  Installers 
licenses  for  new  installations  and  permits  for  additions  or  repairs 
to  individual  sewage  disposal  systems.  Selectmen  issue  these 
licenses  and  permits  and  have  appointed  Frederick  Ingraham 
Disposal  Inspector  for  the  town. 

In  addition  to  the  weekly  Selectmen’s  meetings  we  have  had 
numerous  meetings  with  department  heads  and  with  the  Finance 
Committee  for  discussions  and  recommendations  pertaining  to 
town  business. 
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We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Merrimac  and  all  town  of¬ 
ficials  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  extended  to  us  in  our 
work  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLAYGROUND  COMMISSION 
To  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

The  Playground  Commission  for  the  year  of  1967,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Arthur  C.  Cloyd  and  clerk  of  the  committee  James 
Hume,  was  a  very  successful  year. 

For  security  and  safety  measures  a  chain-link  fence  was 
provided  for  the  Little  League  baseball  field,  and  all  other  projects 
under-taken  by  the  committee  were  completed  in  the  most  economical 
way. 


Our  supervised  play  program  opened  up  on  the  second  Monday 
in  July,  and  continued  for  a  period  of  six  complete  weeks  ending 
August  20,  1967.  It  was  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Nancy  Hamel, 
a  student  attending  Keene  State  College  and  in  her  junior  year .  She 
was  assisted  by  Warren  Upson,  Kevin  Burns  and  Lynda  Smith,  all 
of  Merrimac,  Mass.  There  was  a  total  enrollment  of  203  children 
ranging  in  age  from  5  to  15  years  old.  The  children  were  instructed 
in  the  use  of  arts  and  handicraft,  which  incidently  was  later  put  on 
display  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  program.  Miss  Hamel 
presented  a  Town  Meeting  Operetta,  and  also  a  Horribles’  Parade, 
in  which  a  total  of  75  children  participated.  We  wish  to  thank  Miss 
Nancy  Hamel  and  her  assistants  for  a  job  well  done.  The  Commis¬ 
sion  would  like  also  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  Merrimac 
Lions  Club  for  all  their  contributions  to  the  playground  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Water  Department  last  year  continued  its  program  of  up¬ 
dating  the  town  ’s  water  system. 

The  pumping  station  was  converted  to  automatic  operation  in 
October.  The  automatic  station  insures  a  steadier  water  pressure 
since  the  standpipe  is  continually  full.  The  full  standpipe  also  in¬ 
sures  better  fire  protection.  Automation  of  the  station  eliminates 
man  hours  at  the  station  resulting  in  a  saving  of  about  $6,000 
per  year. 

In  another  step  of  the  long-range  program,  two  new  hydrants 
were  installed  and  ten  replaced;  eight  new  valves  were  installed 
and  14  replaced;  seven  dead-ends  were  tied  into  the  system;  and 
approximately  a  mile  of  new  water  main  was  installed  and  1/2 
mile  replaced. 

The  system  improvements  are  part  of  a  program  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  as  set  up  by  Haley  and  Ward, 
Inc. ,  engineering  firm  of  Waltham. 

Since  the  program  began  in  1964,  water  meters  have  been 
installed  throughout  town  ;  land  has  been  purchased  at  Sargent’s 
Gravel  Pit,  Bear  Hill  Road,  for  a  new  well  field,  and  water  there 
tested  and  approved  by  the  state;  wells  at  the  present  well  field 
have  been  brought  up  to  standard;  and  hydrants  and  valves  have 
been  added. 

Calgon  treatment  equipment  installed  a  year  ago  has  proved 
effective,  eliminating  rust  encrustations  in  the  pipes. 

The  Department  plans  to  continue  its  program  next  year  with 
further  installations  of  valves  and  hydrants  and  elimination  of 
dead  ends . 

The  next  major  step  in  the  program  is  the  installation  of  a 
second  standpipe  with  a  million  gallon  capacity,  twice  the  size 
of  the  present  standpipe.  The  new  standpipe  would  assure  equal 
water  pressure  throughout  town,  including  the  areas  of  Bear  Hill, 
Crown  Hill  and  Birchmeadow  Road,  where  pressure  at  present  is 
very  poor.  In  addition,  it  would  insure  a  five-day  water  supply  in 
case  of  any  major  repairs  to  the  system. 


The  final  step  in  the  program  is  to  install  14  wells  at  the  new 
74-acre  site  off  Bear  Hill  Road.

Total  number  of  volumes  borrowed  was  13,079,  of  which  2276 
were  non  fiction,  7454  were  fiction,  and  3349  were  juvenile.  We 
borrowed  1422  books  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Bookmobile,  of  which  347  were  non  fiction,  430  were  fiction  and 
375  juvenile. 

We  have  borrowed  additional  books  from  Memorial  Hall  Library 
in  Andover  and  the  Boston  Public  Library.  The  bookmobile  from 
North  Reading  is  a  monthly  visitor  and  during  the  year  has  left  the 
library  1422  books  and  has  left  the  elementary  school  2343  books . 
The  trustees  purchased  477  books,  of  which  188  were  adult  fiction, 
118  adult  non  fiction,  57  teenage,  62  juvenile  fiction  and  52  juvenile 
non  fiction.  Gift  books  numbered  37,  for  which  we  are  grateful  to 
the  donors.  Mrs.  Pittman  has  purchased  many  worthwhile  books  for 
the  library  the  library  from  the  proceeds  of  her  book  sales. 

Total  fines  collected  and  turned  over  to  the  town  treasurer 
were  $208.91. 

Mrs .  Dorothy  Whiting  has  left  the  library  for  a  position  in  the 
regional  school  system,  and  Mrs.  Velma  Hargraves  has  been  added 
to  our  staff. 

During  the  year  we  have  made  progress  in  placing  some  of  our 
less  used  books  in  the  new  stacks  in  the  cellar.  A  new  chain  link 
fence  has  been  installed  on  the  boundary  lines  of  the  adjoining 
property.  We  have  purchased  a  film  strip  viewer  and  are  in  the 
process  of  selecting  our  first  film  strips ,  as  our  library  is  being 
used  increasingly  for  study  and  research.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIGHT  BOARD 


The  past  year  found  the  Merrimac  Electric  Light  Department 
continuing  its  program  initiated  in  1964  to  update  the  system  to 
serve  consumer  needs. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  department  has  removed  tons 
of  inadequate  conductors  and  open  wiring ,  replacing  them  with 
heavier  conductors  and  cable  on  more  modern  construction.  Second¬ 
ary  runs  were  shortened,  with  needed  KVA  and  capacitors  added. 

Line  loss  has  been  reduced  from  a  prohibitive  27%  to  a  respect¬ 
able  9%. 

Electricity  rates  were  reduced  again  last  year ,  the  second 
reduction  since  the  program  began.  The  department  has  set  up 
rate  schedules  for  all  purposes  and  has  set  up  a  program  for  yard 
and  flood  lighting  and  electric  hot  water  heaters. 

A  major  improvement  to  the  system  is  the  new  24  KV  sub¬ 
station  ,  located  at  Burnside  Lane ,  which  will  be  energized  in 
January  of  this  year. 

The  new  station  will  insure  the  town  of  better  capacity  and 
better  regulation;  and,  since  there  will  be  an  alternate  feed  line 
from  a  different  source ,  lengthy  interruptions  of  power  will  be 
eliminated. 

There  are  two  separate  circuits  from  the  new  sub-station 
providing  a  double  insurance.  If  one  circuit  is  damaged  the  town 
can  be  switched  to  the  second  circuit  while  the  first  is  being  re¬ 
paired. 

Purchase  of  the  land  for  the  sub-station  was  authorized  at  the 
last  annual  town  meeting.  Ground  was  broken  in  the  summer,  forms 
and  foundations  installed  in  the  fall  and  steel  construction  begun  in 
December. 

The  station  has  provisions  for  future  growth. 

An  addition  of  an  aerial  bucket  truck,  purchased  by  the  depart¬ 
ment  last  year,  has  eliminated  one  man's  working  hours  and  at  the 
same  time  speeded  up  work. 

The  department  pledges  to  continue  its  program  of  improvement 
and  growth  during  the  coming  year .

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  NEEDS  COMMITTEE 


The  Committee  was  appointed  to  serve  as  a  building  needs  com¬ 
mittee  with  respect  to  the  facilities  of  the  Fire ,  Highway  and  Police 
Departments.  It  has  not  been  difficult  to  determine  that,  indeed, 
a  need  does  exist  for  replacement  of  these  facilities.  The  dilemma 
faced  by  this  Committee  however ,  has  been  one  of  how  to  evaluate  this 
need  while  remaining  cognizant  of  the  probable  impact  on  the  Tax 
Rate  of  any  new  construction  which  we  might  recommend.  To  this 
end,  and  in  view  of  the  enormity  of  the  obsolescence  present  in  each 
Department,  consideration  has  been  given  to  basic  existing  needs 
rather  than  an  optimum  long  range  projection.  The  recommendations 
with  which  the  report  will  conclude  represent,  therefore,  our  judge¬ 
ment  of  the  Town’s  basic  immediate  needs  with  respect  to  each 
department. 

We  report  the  following  existing  conditions ,  listed  in  the  order 
of  their  priority. 

1.  FIRE  STATION.  The  entire  Fire  Protection  System  of  the 
Town,  including  the  Fire  Alarm  System,  is  housed  in  a  two-story 
frame  building  on  School  Street  which  is  in  itself  a  fire  hazard. 

It  offers  no  fire  resistive  qualitities  and  houses  apparatus  containing 
gasoline  on  a  wood  floor  immediately  above  two  gas-fired  hot  air 
furnaces.  There  is  a  Second  Floor  assembly  room  which  could  be 
a  death  trap  since  there  exists  only  one  exit  and  that  is  an  unprotected , 
open  stairway  down  into  the  very  room  constituting  the  greatest  fire 
hazard.  It  is  obvious  that  there  would  be  little  likelihood  of  extin¬ 
guishing  a  fire  in  the  building  containing  the  apparatus  for  so  doing. 
Detection  devices  (which  do  not  exist)  would  be  of  little  use  under 
these  circumstances.  It  is  equally  obvious  that  to  continue  to  risk 
the  loss  of  100%  of  the  Town’s  physical  plant,  signal  system  and 
apparatus,  to  say  nothing  of  the  possible  loss  of  life  to  occupants  of 
the  assembly  room,  is  unthinkable. 

2.  HIGHWAY  GARAGE.  The  present  garage  on  Lancaster 
Street  consists  of  an  obsolete  3  stall  wood  frame  building  which 

is  not  deep  enough  to  accomodate  contemporary  equipment  and  not 
large  enough  to  accomodate  all  the  vehicles  and  equipment  which  it 
is  considered  should  be  under  cover.  There  is  no  space  for  storage 
of  material  and  small  equipment  and  this  is  now  being  stored  in  an 
adjacent,  badly  neglected  wood  frame  building  which,  in  its  present 
condition  presents  a  safety  hazard.  There  is  no  land  at  the  site 
outside  of  the  buildings  and  stockpiling  of  sand  and  some  equipment 
is  accomplished  on  the  Broad  Street  site  owned  by  the  Town.  The 
Town’s  investment  in  equipment  and  its  replacement  cost  are  con¬ 
siderations  here,  as  well  as  the  inability  of  the  Department  to  func¬ 
tion  at  it's  top  efficiency  within  the  above  restrictions. 
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3.  POLICE  STATION.  The  existing  facilities  of  the  Police 
Department  are  located  in  the  Town  Hall.  This  Committee  finds 
these  facilities  adequate  for  the  operations  of  the  Department  as 
it  is  now  constituted.  Although  it  is  not  a  function  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee  to  advise  the  Town  with  respect  to  operation  of  its  various 
departments ,  we  would  be  remiss  in  not  referring  to  the  fact  that 
the  Police  Department  as  now  constituted,  does  not  conform  to 
State  Requirements  for  a  town  of  the  size  of  Merrimac  and  that 
any  up-dating  of  the  Police  functions  would  necessitate  new  facilities, 
and  additional  personnel  to  man  them.  This  would  necessitate  new 
construction . 

This  Committee  has  been  involved  in  much  study  and  discussion 
of  the  advisability  of  purchase  and  redesign  by  the  Town  of  the  North¬ 
eastern  Railway  Car  House.  We  find  that  the  building  is  not  readily 
suitable  to  the  needs  of  the  Town  and  that  the  resultant  cost  of 
acquisition  and  remodeling  would  be  in  excess  of  replacement  costs. 
Final  design  of  space  for  the  respective  departments  would  be 
compromised  by  the  necessity  to  conform  to  the  unique  configuration 
of  the  existing  structure.  It  was  decided  that  this  would  be  an  un¬ 
economical  solution  and  not  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town . 
Accordingly  and  in  view  of  the  foregoing,  this  Committee  make  the 
following  recommendations. 

1 .  That  the  Town  proceed  immediately  with  a  program  to 
eliminate  the  hazard  existant  to  its  only  means  of  protection  from 
fire .  It  is  the  judgement  of  this  Committee  (having  no  funding  for 
Professional  Advice)  that,  such  a  project  could  be  limited  to  a 
cost  between  $75,000  and  $100,000,  and  "not  to  exceed  $100,000. " 

2.  That  the  Town  proceed  immediately  with  a  program  to 
replace  the  existing  facilities  of  the  Town  Highway  Department  not 
to  exceed  the  sum  of  $35,000. 

3.  That  an  article  or  articles  be  inserted  in  the  above  warrant 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  a 
Building  Committee  and  the  funds  necessary  for  the  retention  by 

it  of  an  Architect  to  prepare  preliminary  designs  and  cost  estimates 
for  one  or  both  of  the  above  recommended  buildings.  We  estimate 
that  an  appropriation  of  $3,500  for  this  purpose  would  be  necessary. 

Since  it  would  be  the  duty  of  a  building  committee  to  decide 
on  locations ,  this  Committee  makes  no  such  recommendations .

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Merrimac,  Massachusetts: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Police 
Department  for  the  year  1967. 

This  year  has  brought  into  our  community  the  Drug  Addict  and 
Drug  Pusher.  I  am  happy  to  state  here  that  this  department  was 
instrumental  in  rounding  up  several  pushers  of  marijuana  in  our 
neighboring  towns .  Several  children  in  this  town  have  been  sent  to 
hospitals  as  a  result  of  having  taken  drugs  or  smoking  marijuana. 

We  have  found  that  there  have  been  glue  sniffing  parties  in  several 
locations  of  the  town.  If  your  children  come  home  and  act  like 
they  have  been  drinking  but  you  find  no  alcohol  odor  on  their  breath 
then  there  is  a  good  chance  that  they  have  been  to  a  "Sniffing  Party." 
Glue  contains  Toluene  and  is  irritating  to  the  mucous  membrane  which 
causes  inflamed  nostrils,  lips  and  eyes.  It  also  could  cause  vomiting, 
nausea,  tinnitus  and  dizziness.  It  has  been  known  to  damage  the 
liver.  Deaths  have  also  occurred  from  Glue  Sniffing. 

It  has  been  noticed  that  children  are  hanging  around  the  Tele¬ 
phone  Booths  in  Merrimac  Square  causing  a  nuisance  by  ganging  up, 
blocking  sidewalks,  throwing  bottles  and  trash  on  sidewalks.  This 
practice  will  have  to  stop.  Parents  are  requested  to  instruct  their 
children  that  the  "No  Loitering"  law  will  be  enforced  and  court 
action  will  be  taken.  In  the  past  children  have  been  given  a  talking 
to  and  let  go,  but  this  talking  apparently  does  not  do  any  good.  In 
the  future  any  person,  juvenile  or  adult,  who  breaks  the  law  can 
expect  court  action. 

In  July,  Sgt.  Wallace  P.  Spencer  requested  a  leave  of  absence. 

On  September  26,  he  resigned  as  Sergeant  to  take  employment  else¬ 
where  . 

On  December  12,  1967,  Bernard  H.  Connor  was  appointed 
Sergeant  and  assumed  his  duties  on  December  13,  1967.

polio  (June);  measles  (2  in  May);  D.  P.I.  (October);  Tine  (October 
and  November) . 

In  June  we  had  an  excellent  Rabies  clinic.  Dr.  Lyons  and  his 
staff,  along  with  volunteers  from  the  Merrimac  police  helped  to 
vaccinate  our  dogs  and  cats.  Proceeds  went  to  scholarship  funds 
for  the  study  of  veterinary  medicine. 

Merrimac  can  also  be  proud  of  their  participation  towards  the 
elimination  of  measles.  Our  state  has  been  the  subject  of  medical 
papers  presented  in  the  mid-west,  of  which  our  clinics  are  a  part. 

I  have  attended  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
meetings,  locally  and  regionally;  conferred  with  County  and  State 
tuberculosis  personnel  and  done  TB  follow-ups.  Also,  I  attended 
conferences  on  TB  management. 

In  February  I  attended  a  Federal  course  given  on  Rehabili¬ 
tation  of  the  Stroke  Patient.  Much  can  be  done  in  this  area  to  help 
the  patient  gain  a  more  active  and  useful  life.  The  premature 
baby  visits  are  done  as  needed.

REPORT  OF  THE  WELFARE  DEPARTMENT 
To:  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  organized  with  the  following  elected 
officers: 

Chairman  Cecile  C.  Sargent 
Clerk  Jean  S.  Stuart 

Member  Ubell  D.  Morgan 

meeting  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month  with  the  local  administra¬ 
tor  to  review  the  administration  of  all  categories  of  Public  Assist¬ 
ance. 

As  of  December  31,  1967  we  had  a  total  caseload  of  195  cases, 
involving  115  adults  and  374  children.  This  drastic  increase  was 
due  in  part  to  the  passing  of  the  Medicaid  Bill  by  the  Legislature 
providing  medical  care  for  children  under  21  in  families  with  low 
income. 

To  simplify  the  format  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  was 
abolished  as  a  category  and  was  included  in  Medicaid,  thus  cover- 
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ing  the  medical  needs  of  the  elderly  in  the  low  income  bracket.  All 
eligibility  factors  for  all  programs  are  in  accordance  with  Federal 
and  State  requirements.  A  complete  record  of  Expenditures  and  Re¬ 
imbursements  will  be  found  on  the  following  pages  of  this  report. 

This  will  be  the  last  annual  report  to  the  Town  of  Merrimac  made 
by  the  local  Welfare  Administrator  and  Board. 

As  of  July  1,  1968  the  reorganization  by  the  State,  of  the  Welfare 
system  becomes  effective.  This  will  subsequently  abolish  local  of¬ 
fices.  The  department  shall  then  be  under  the  direction,  supervision 
and  control  of  a  Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare,  appointed  by  the 
Governor.  This  Commissioner  shall  establish  regional  offices  at 
such  locations  in  the  Commonwealth  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
supervise  the  system  of  community  service  centers  which  shall  be 
the  principal  unit  through  which  the  department  shall  administer 
public  welfare  programs. 

We  wish  at  this  time  to  express  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  we 
have  had  in  working  for  and  with  the  people  in  the  Town  of  Merrimac. 
It  has  been  a  very  rewarding  experience . 

We  also ,  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  Town  Officials ,  and 
other  personnel  for  their  cooperation  and  support  over  the  past 
thirteen  years ,  and  wish  the  Town  of  Merrimac  continued  success 
in  a  world  that  is  becoming  more  challenging,  more  complicated, 
and  more  difficult  for  all  of  us .

Your  School  Committee  Submits  the  following  report  for  1967. 
The  five  members  on  this  Committee  supervise  the  elementary 
program  in  this  town.  Three  members  from  this  Committee  serve 
as  representatives  on  the  Pentucket  Regional  School  Committee. 

For  a  report  on  secondary  education  see  the  Pentucket  Regional 
School  Committee  Report. 


Pupil  Housing 

The  hoped  for  opening  of  the  Red  Oak  School  in  September  of 
1967  did  not  materialize.  This  created  extremely  crowded  conditions 
at  the  Union  Street  School  which  all  parents  are  aware  of.  Over¬ 
crowded  classrooms,  limited  quarters,  makeshift  classrooms  have 
added  to  the  difficulty  of  creating  the  best  educational  climate  for 
our  children.  There  seems  to  be  little  likelihood  that  significant 
numbers  of  children  will  attend  the  Red  Oak  School  during  this  school 
year. 


In  assigning  pupils  beginning  in  September  (distribution  of 
pupils  to  buildings) ,  the  school  population  indicates  the  following 
organization.  All  pupils  now  walking  to  school  will  attend  the 
Elementary  School  on  Union  Street.  Present  students  that  are 
riding  (bus  transportation)  will  attend  the  new  school  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  first  graders  who  will  be  picked  up  on  the  usual  bus  runs 
but  will  attend  the  school  on  Union  Street.  Each  school  will  have 
a  kindergarten  room.  Each  kindergarten  will  have  a  morning  and 
afternoon  session,  with  pupils  attending  one  session  only,  either  the 
morning  or  the  afternoon  session.  A  summary  assignment  of  class¬ 
room  schedules  is  shown  here.

Finances 

This  Committee  is  not  unmindful  of  the  financial  effort 
that  this  community  has  made  and  is  making  on  behalf  of  its 
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children.  Each  generation  of  children  must  be  educated  to  its 
future  needs.  As  the  number  of  children  increases  and  as  the 
importance  of  a  quality  education  increases  more  and  more  of  the 
community’s  effort  must  be  directed  in  this  direction. 

To  alleviate  the  growing  impact  of  Education  in  the  Com¬ 
monwealth,  the  Sales  Tax  (Chapter  14;  1966)  Law  was  enacted. 

The  school  aid  percentage  applied  to  the  reimburseable  expen¬ 
ditures  made  by  the  community  gave  each  community  its  entitle¬ 
ment  under  this  act.  According  to  the  entitlements  certified  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  for  1968,  Merrimac 
is  entitled  to  $185,668.96.  Entitlement,  as  we  have  found  in  the 
past  two  years,  does  not  mean  disbursement.  While  entitlement  is 
based  on  a  formula,  disbursement  is  based  on  funds  available. 

The  funds  available  are  prorated  and  distributed  according  to  the 
funds  available  and  are  reflected  in  the  "cherry  sheet"  which  is 
issued  by  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation. 

We  submit  this  report  with  the  firm  conviction  that  we 
have  carried  out  the  expressed  or  implied  wishes  of  the  community.

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PENTUCKET  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  ANNUAL  REPORT  1967 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Groveland,  Merrimac  and  West  Newbury: 

The  Pentucket  Regional  School  Committee  submits  the  follow¬ 
ing  report  for  1967.  It  met  in  40  regular  sessions  in  1967  on  matters 
relating  to  the  construction  or  operation  of  its  buildings.  In  addi¬ 
tion  there  were  6  meetings  with  the  Teachers’  Association  to  im¬ 
plement  the  Collective  Bargaining  Law. 

Opening  of  the  Junior  High 

The  most  important,  educational  event  of  1967  was  the  opening 
of  the  Junior  High  School  Building  on  September  6,  1967.  Over¬ 
crowded  conditions  and  platooning  came  to  an  end  with  the  opening 
of  the  new  building.  For  the  foreseeable  future  the  housing  of  our 
secondary  pupils  will  be  adequate .  The  facilities  are  up-to-date 
and  instruction  should  be  improved .  We  are  confident  that  there 
will  be  an  improvement  in  the  education  of  our  children. 

With  the  opening  of  this  building  the  organizational  plan  of  the 
district  became  a  3  -  3  plan  with  Grades  7  -  9  in  the  Junior  High 
School  building  and  Grades  10  -  12  in  the  Senior  High  building.  The 
time  schedule  -  school  opens  at  7:40  a.m.  and  closes  at  2:20  p.m. 

Estimated  Receipts  and  Reimbursements 

Three  types  of  funds  can  be  considered  pertinent  to  the  defray¬ 
ing  of  some  of  the  total  overall  cost  of  operating  the  schools  of  the 
district.  Each  of  these  will  be  reviewed  here: 


1.  The  use  of  estimated  receipts  in  1968.  Each  of  the  items 
shown  here  are  expected  to  bring  in  the  amounts  shown  beside  each 
item.  The  total  for  estimated  receipts  in  1968  is  expected  to  be 


$196,735.25.

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2.  Transfer  of  funds  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund. 
During  1967  funds  were  received  from  various  sources  such  as 
Federal  Programs  and  the  balance  available  at  the  end  of  the  year . 
The  income  from  these  sources  represents  the  balance  of  money  in 
the  Treasury  at  the  end  of  the  year.  An  amount  of  money  is  voted 
each  year  from  this  account  to  the  Operation  and  Maintenance  Ac¬ 
count.  In  1968,  the  Committee  plans  to  transfer  $70,000.75  for 
this  purpose. 

3 .  Chapter  14  (Sales  Tax)  funds  are  proportioned  to  the  towns 
on  the  basis  of  expenditures  for  the  various  educational  programs. 
Based  upon  current  information,  the  percentage  of  Sales  Tax  money 
allocated  to  the  towns  for  regional  school  purposes  will  be: 
Groveland  42%,  Merrimac  42%,  and  45%  for  West  Newbury. 

If  the  entitlements  to  the  communities  should  be  effected, 
Groveland  would  receive  about  $109,211.00,  Merrimac  would  re¬ 
ceive  about  $77,980.00  and  West  Newbury  would  receive  about 
$37,626.00  for  the  1968  regional  share  of  its  educational  expense. 
The  foregoing  are  the  entitlements  certified  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Education  to  the  Commissioner  of  Taxation  and  Corporations. 
However ,  it  is  important  to  know  as  the  past  years  have  shown , 
that  entitlement  does  not  mean  distribution.  While  entitlement  is 
based  on  a  formula,  distribution  is  based  upon  funds  available. 

The  actual  amount  of  estimated  receipts  in  this  category  is  finally 
issued  in  the  so-called  "cherry  sheet." 


Program 

Basically  this  school  operates  within  Conant’s  definition  of  a 
comprehensive  high  school.  To  review  the  three  important  objec¬ 
tives  of  such  a  program,  we  have  (1)  a  general  education  for  all 
future  citizens ,  (2)  an  elective  program  for  those  who  may  wish  to 
use  their  acquired  skills  upon  graduation,  and  (3)  provisions  for 
those  whose  vocations  will  depend  upon  their  subsequent  education. 

In  reviewing  the  program  the  conclusion  may  be  reached  that  we  do 
an  adequate  job  of  objectives  one  and  three ,  but  the  vocational 
schools  assist  in  objective  two.  This  is  the  most  common  arrange¬ 
ment  in  Massachusetts  schools  where  vocational  education  is  provid¬ 
ed  separately  except  in  a  few  places . 

The  program  of  studies  offered  to  the  pupils  at  Pentucket  in¬ 
cludes  certain  basic  essentials  which  all  students  must  take  and 
others  which  are  elective.  The  required  subjects  vary  somewhat 
from  year  to  year  and  decrease  somewhat  from  Grade  7  to  12. 
Typical  requirements  are  in  the  fields  of  English,  Science,  Social 
Studies,  Mathematics  and  Physical  Education.  Electives  are  chosen 
from  the  total  offerings  in  the  program.  The  main  other  areas  of 
interest  are:  Art,  Home  Economics,  Industrial  Arts,  Languages, 
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Business  Education,  Reading  and  Music.  Guidance  is  offered  in 
groups  by  interest  areas  and  counselling  on  an  individual  basis .  The 
program  of  studies  for  each  individual  is  reviewed  with  him  and  his 
parents  to  suit  his  educational  or  vocational  goals. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  achieve  the  goals  which  the  parents  and 
pupils  strive  for.  Excellence  is  sought  in  each  area  of  endeavor. 
Progress  has  been  made  but  there  is  still  much  to  do.

2.  Less  free  cash 

This  year.,  we  recommend  that  $33,867  be  used  to  reduce  the  tax  rate. 
This  figure  compares  to  $82,946  in  1  966  and  $94, 112  in  1  965. 


3.  More  abatements 

Due  to  recent  State  Legislation,  the  total  of  abatements  granted  was 
much  higher  than  anticipated. 


4.  Less  revenue  than  anticipated  from  Sales  Tax 

Of  the  approximated  $132,000  anticipated  from  the  Mass.  Sales  Tax, 
the  Town  has  received  only  about  $110,000. 

5.  Increasing  Town  Valuation  vs.  Increasing  Costs 

The  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  in  town  has  slowly  increased 
from  year  to  year  but  has  in  no  way  kept  pace  with  rapidly  increasing 
Town  Government  Costs. 


Since  we  do  not  have  the  figures  at  this  time  from  the  State's  "Cherry  Sheet". 
We  cannot  accurately  predict  the  Town's  Tax  Rate  for  1967.  The  facts  above, 
however,  do  not  paint  an  optimistic  picture,  and  we  must  urge  every  voter  to  use 
the  utmost  caution  in  voting  on  the  town  budget.  Each  appropriation  of  approx¬ 
imately  $11, 000  means  another  do  I  lar  on  the  rate. 

We  thank  the  Selectmen,  the  town  accountant,  department  heads  and  other 
town  officials  who  helped  us  at  some  of  our  23  meetings.
